New mailing procedures instituted by the USPS have resulted in 
the possiblity of several days of delay in the distribution of this 
esteemed publication. For that reason, the deadline for any material to _ 
be included in the following issue is 18 days prior to the monthly 
general meeting (the first Friday of each month, normally). The 
duplication will be done about 12 days prior to that date. Therefore, 
the USPS should be able to have this valuable document on your doorstep 
in time for the meeting, since they will have about 8 working days to 
move it. If any of you consistently fail to receive this on time, we 
will have to move the production dates even further ahead, or explore 
the possibility of first class mailing.
